Of thatmany a good ſoul could ſay much by 

feeling experience. For although the great gain of 

godlineſs be not for this world, (as the kingdom 

of Chriſt is not of ir ) Yee Chriſt who is the Sove- 

reign Lord of nature, as well as King of the 

Church, engageth his Royal word that all that 

ſerve him, and fincerely ſeek his glory ſhall not 

need to ſay, What ſhall we cat, or what ſhall 

we drink, or wherewithal ſhall we be clothed ? 

becauſe their heavenly Father knoweth that they 

have necd of all theſe things. But ſeek ye firſt the au.czp 

kingdom of God and bis righteouſneſs, and all theſe 

things mo be added unto you. This is the Char- 

ter of Chriſts Diſciples, that- they may con- 

fidently caft their cares upon him tor he careth 

for them, and fo forſake all interefles to follow 

him.

Wherefore God alſo 
bath bighly exalted bim, and given him a name which is 
above every name. 

Now that gain which we have by Chriſt in this 
life, is but a preparative to that grand and un- 
matchable gain in Chriſt which his true Diſciples 
attain unto by death. 

Chriſtis a gain unto them to die, two ways, 
by avoyding the ſting and the terrours of death, 
and by a w unto an eternal life of holineſs and 
wo ſting and terrour of approaching death is 
moſt rormenting to thoſe that have taken no 
pains to make Chriſt the gain of their life. What 
acutting of cheir heart isit when they have fixt it

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wpon the beloved world, and they muſt be vio- 
lently torn off from the world! Linguenda tellus 

& domws & placens uxor. And of all the wealth 

which they have heapt up with anxious care and 

wicked labour, they ſee they carry nothing away 

but a winding ſheet. 

Bur the worlt ſing of death is that which they 
feel in their conſcience, when it ſets before them 
the years ſpent in deboiſh, che unrighteouſneſs of 
their purchaſes, their contempt of Gods word, 
their Nighting of his. ſervice, their blaſphemous 
and unclean converlation , and upon that pro- 
Bounceth unto. them ( as Gods Officer ) the doom 
of divine juſtice which muſt be ſhortly executed 
upon them. 

Itis crue, many of thoſe ſinners in grain die 
ſenſclels; Yet before their death the ſting of 
eternal death meets with their conlciences, even 
in the midſt of their jolliciess And many fin- 
ners of a lower form feel it all their lives time. 

To heal conſciences of that ſting was the great 
end of the Son of God's coming and dyingin 
ourfleſh; As you have it illuſtriouſly ſe#forth 
Heb. 2.14. That Chriſt took part of fleſh ans blood, 
that through death be might deſtroy bim that bad the 
power of death, that is. the Devil ; And deliver them 
Þ»/&

»bo through fear of death are all their liver time ſubjetb 
unto bondage, 

This is the great remedy againſt that mortal 
ſting of death ſent by the Father of mercies to poor 
ſinners : A never fading remedy, when ſinners 
have the grace to receive it with a ſincere faith, 
effetual in an bumble repentance, and a ſerious 
amendment. For then the ſoul reconciled with 
God looks upon death with quite another eye 


then before, and ſaith, O death where is thy ſling ? rom. +. 


0 grave where is thy viftory* Death do not look 
grim upon me, I know who hath overcome thee, 
Conſcience do not think to fright me, I know 
whom | have believed; I have committed my 
ſpiriraſſoiled wich Chrifts blood into his vittori- 
ous hands. And I know he is both willing and 
powerful to defend ir againſt all che principalities 
and powers of hell that are roaring abqut meco 
devour me. 

After that deliverance from the ſting and the. 
terrour of death followeth the attainment of 
eternal life, and death ic felt is the paſſage unto 
ic» There is that difference between. the death 
of the reconciled and that of the unreconciled 
Ganer as was betyyeen the Butler's and che Baker's 
of Pharaoh going aut of the ſame priſon ,. the 
B 3 one: 
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one to the gallowes, the other to enter into the 
joy of his Maſter, Oh the bleſſed hope of a ſoul 
arrived even into the mouth of that haven of 
ſalvation, ſaying with a holy impatience, Open 
me the gates of righteouſneſs, I will gointo them, 
and praiſe the Lord ; This gate of the Lord into 
which the righteous ſhall enter. Lord Jcſu 
thou art gone in before unto thy Father and 
our Father, and to thy God and our God ; 
Oh make good now thy promiſe, that thou 
wilt come to us and take us to thee, that 
where thou art there we may be alſo. Let 
me have once, let me have now the final com- 
pleting of my Chriſtian happineſs, and of my 
gain in Chriſt, 

It was a gracious ſpeech of St. Ambroſe on his 
death-bed to his friends weeping about him, Non 
fic vixi wt pudeat me inter vos vivere: Sed nec 
timeo mori, quia bonum babhemus Dominum, I did 
not ſo live as to be afraid to live among you : 
Neither do I fear to die, becauſe we have a good 
Lord. So did our Reverend dear Dean ſpeak at* 
ter him, but went beyond him in his alacrity, 
and being on the wing for heaven; knowing 
that when this earthly bouſe of this tabernacle was 
diſſolved, be bad « building of God, a bouſe not ny 

Til 
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with hands, eternal in the beavens. Therefore did 
he figh, and. long, and pant for that eternal 
houſe and in that houſe he now dwelleth, be- 
holding Gods face in righteouſneſs. 

My brethren, I make no doubt but thatevery 
one that heareth me is deſirous that Chriſt may 
be to him a gain to die; ſo that when his ſoul 
departs out of his body it may be received by 
Chriſt, and brought into his eternal habirations. 
Who can blame you? Bur then I muſt beſeech 
you totake great heed of diſ-joyning the parts of 
my text. For be ye ſure that Chriſt ſhall not be 
a gain unto you in your death, if you neg|e@rto 
make him a gain unto you in your life. Piety 
((aith Se. Paul) is a great gain: Do you labour to 
make that great gain by Chriſt? Do you ſtudy 
to follow him who left us an example that we 
ſhould follow his Reps? Do you learn of him 
that he is meek and humble of heart, thar 
may hand reſt onto your fouls? Do you learn of 
him not to ſeek your glory, bur that of him that 
ſent him ? Do you go abour doing good as he 
did ? Do you love your enemies ? Do you pray 
for thoſe that perſecme you as he did for thoſe 
that cruched him? Þ cell -you if you do not 
endeavour to be conformable unto him , and 
to- 
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to be guided by his doftrine and example iri 
your le, you [hall not find him a gain unto 
you in your death. The ſpiritual lite of the 
Chriſtian in this world, and his eternal life in 
the next world , is but one life, all the diffe. 
rence is in the growth, in carth it is growing, 
in heaven it is full grown. O let us now to 
our power make Chriſt a gain co live; fo, 
and no otherwiſe, he ſhall be our gain to 
dic, and to live for ever with him aſter our 
death. | 

The nature of this text requiring an illuſtra. 
tion of the doftrine by example, Now God ſends 
us here an example which makes a comment 
upon the text. It is true St. Paul ſpeaks here 
for himfelf, Chriſt is a gain unto me both to 
live and to die. But he ſpake it for all to ſpeak 
after him that could, And when I look 
upon the life and death of our reverend , 
holy, and now glorified friend, I find that 
he might have been exatly crue in ſaying 
Chriſt is @ gain wnto me both to live and to 
die, 


In his tender years he began to dedicate 
himſelf unto Chriſt, And w_y, by the meang 


which he was born to, and by the goodneſ# 
of 


—_— 
of his extration , he mignt have applied his 
ſtudies to a more lucrative condition then that 
of the Miniitery ( by which not one in fifty 
thrives in © world ) yet Chriſts eſpecial ſervant 
he would i that holy Office. 

And the cruth is, God had ſeparated him 
from the womb for the Miniſtery, giving 
him the choiceſt endowments for ſo high a 


calling. They w-re cheriſhed in him by his 
Tutor, no lels {41 that great and good man 
Archbiſhop 7: 

There is 00: one of all che graces requiſite 


for the Epiſcopal and paſtoral Office in thoſe 
hierarchical Epiſtles ro Tim'thy and Titw, but 
may be exemplifed in - this excellent Divine : 
« For he was blamelels, the husband of one 
« wife, vigilant, fober, of good behaviour, 
** given tO _— apt to teach, notgiven 
"ro wine, no ſtriker, not greedy of filthy 
«lucre, not a brawler , not coverous, one that 
© ruled well his own houſe, having his children 
«in ſubjeRtion with all graviry , not ſelt-willed, 
* not ſoon angry; bur patient, juſt, holy, 
«* holding faft = faithful word as he had been 
* raught , able by ſound do&rine both to ex- 
* hortand to convincethe gainlayers. Compare 
: the 
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the rule with: his practice, the pattern with 
his qualities, and Jet envy and” detraQtion 
find an unconformity between them if they 
can 

He was at his firſt emtrance into Holy Orders 
a moſt practical uſeful preacher, which few young 
men attajn unto. A famous man for the pulpit 
near fifry years-agor, and kept upthat high genius 
to the very laſt. 

His firſt ſtep was into the domeſtick ſervice 
of that riſing ative Biſhop Lavd, who took 
a ſingular affeftion to his great parts. of nature 
grace and ſtudy, and kepr him long for his 
houſhold Chaplain, Bur chat excellent Judge 
and encourager of meritiong perſons, King 
Charles the Firſt, beiog extremely pleaſed with his 
extraordinary pious and powerful way of rational 
preaching, after he had heard him twice or 
thrice at the Court, never left (olliciting the Bis 
fhop to find fome ferled preferment 4 him, 
to enable him to attend upon hif own perſon, 
And upon thele eafie terms came all his pre» 
ferments. 

And here it is moſt obſervable how Chriſt 
was a. gain unto him for proſperity. For in his 
whole life of above foureſcore years, he never 
opened 
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opened his mouth for preferment, never either 
direaly or indire&tly importuned any man for 
any thing, never had conteſt with any compe- 
cicor for any of his dignities. Chriſt his great 
and good Maſter, whole glory he fought as 
his only gain , brought him to his fair places 
without Fis ſeeking. For this partage of cares 
he. had made with him, Lord I will take care 
of thy ſervice, do thou take care of my well 
being. And truly as he was a rare example 
of an calic advancement , fo was he a rate cx- 
ample of caſting all his cares upon God , be- 
cauſe God cared for him, 

Among the proſperities wrought for him by 
che fatherly care of God, | muſt put in the 
firſt rank his matching with a wife of excellent 
virrucand eminent extraction , daughter to that 
Honourable Perſon Sis Francis Windebank then 
flouriſhing and in high favour at the Courr, 
and ſoon after (worm Privy Counſellor and 
Principal Secretary of State. A match fo wrought 
for him by his powerful ftiends, chac ic may 
be ſayd that God brought her by the hand tg 
him, as he brought the firſt wite to the firſt 
man. | 
Wealch and favour thus flowing upon him,

his moderation made him an obſerver of Soto- 


Tr023-4. mons Pprecept, Labonr not to be rich. For being 


poſſeſt of the great living of St Olave, when the 
late King his gragious Maſter conferred upon him 
the Deanry of Canterbury ( which was done in his 
abſence, and ten days betore he knew it ) he 
freely reſigned St. Olave into his Majeſtics hands, 
though the King never intended to lay any obli- 
gation upon him to reſign his living. Which 
he did not do quia infirmi eſt aninmi non poſſe pati 
divitias , becaule he found his back too weak 
to bear wealth, for he hath ſhew'd ſuffici- 
ently that he could wield it, and employ it 
to the beſt uſes of charity, wiſdom and m:gnani- 
mity , with a ſerene and pious caſineſs: as he 
could poſſeſs wealth he. could allo deſpiſe it, 
and be abſtinenc. in che midſt of plenty. 

Much about that time he ſhewed that he could 
relinquiſh his own patrimony as well as that of 
the Church; for he reſigned his paternal eſtate 
of conſiderable value to his younger brother , 
and gave portions to ſeveral of his fiſters, and 
*(zrctled them and others of his kindred very hand- 
ſorely in the world, chough he was then a 
married man and a father, and in a time when 
the lowring face of the skie could make him 
prelage 
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prefage the great immineat ſtorm. Yea when 
the torm was moſt raging, and his own fortunes 
were at a lower ebbe, even then he took into 
his care his aged parents , harafled and ruined 
by the iniquity of the times, for their moſt emi- 
nent loyalty; and made them a very fai allow- 
ance, that they might live like themſelves, For 
which they uſed to bleſs him and call him theic 
ſecond Joſeph. 

A great point of his proſperities ( and that on 
the ſcore of Chrilt who ever was a gain vnto 
him ) was the choice made of him by his late 
Majeſty three ſeveral extraordinary times to at- 
tend him in his holy funQion; The firſt crime 
in his progreſs to Scotland for his coronation. 
The ſecond time when. he was in the hands of 
the Army at Hampton Court. The third time 
in the Iſle of Wight in the time of char ugly 
Treaty. Where the good Kiog preparing himſelf 
for his Martyrdom gathered about him ſuch ſpi- 
ricual forces as he-might be allowed: to have, 
which might ſtrengthen him in that greac cri- 
al. 

In that honourable and perillous employment 
of framing a King in - his enemies power to be 
a- Martyr, our _— was himſelf 
> 3 a 
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2 great Confeflor, a—_ to own loyalty 
nl chats; before thole monſters, ey 
made bigh treaſon the higheſt pitch of god- 
lineſs. 

And now was the time for this Reverend 
good man to feck gain in Chriſt through ad-+ . 
verſity. In the very beginning of the wars he had 
been ſequeſtred, plundered, forcedto flie, rudely 
and barbarouſly carried away by a troop of Par- 
lizment horſe, and impriſoned at London. 
But what! chis muſt be put among the mercies , 
Since thereby he got that gain of conformit 
witch the ſufferings of Chriſt, and had that gl6ry 
to bear his crols with a patient, creed, and 
contented mind. 

Could I now trace him in his ſeveral flights - 
and ſhifts from place to place, with his wife 
and little children, during that long ſtorm, 
you might ſee a web of croſſes and mercies 
enterlaced, and that continual and never fail- 
ing mercy, the Chriſtian conſtancy whereby 
God u that religious couple > making 
Chriſt their gain and their joy in their lo{- 


ſes. 

But the ſtorm being once over, Chriſt muſt 
be again their gain in proſperity, And: here 
| ld, 
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was eminent this reverend mans- virtue: For 
whereas at the Kings return he mighe have 
had arocher, he did Rtudiouſly decline it, con- 
trahens vento nimium ſecundo turgida vels, wilely 
and modeſty — rather to ſer out ros little 
than too much fail. And rather chan get- 
ting more he religned a living of good va- 
lue, which he had recovered by the general 
reformation of the Church, deſiring to eaſe 
his aged ſhoulders of the burthen of cure of 
ſouls; and cauſed it to be beſtowed upon a 
perſon alcogerher unacquainted with him , bur 
recommended very juſtly under the charaRter 
of a pious man and a ſufferer for rightcouſaels, 
preferring him before one neareft ro himſelf in 
blood. 

His bchaviour in his ſeveral Rations, at 
Canterbury and at Panls, muſt not be for- 
gotten, May it be remembred to his honour: 
that he was affable and courteous to alt, kind 
and obliging to all deſerving perſons, highly 
bountiful and compaſſionate to the poor , hoſs 
pitable to great and ſmall, eſpecially vo che 
Clergy of the Dioceſe, . and to his brethren. 
With them he delired to- live in a' perfect 
fraternity, and though he knew how to: pre- 
a'Y ſerve. 
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ſerve his authority as well as any man , it 
was without any ſupercilious diſtance, If 
there happened any difference , none was 
more peaceable or more reconcilable then he! 
He did not only forgive injuries, but man 

times he did perfetly- forget—them. Which 
art of oblivion was a ſtrange faculty in him, 
whoſe memory till within three days of his 
death was incomparable, I had almoſt ſaid 
prodigious; yet he could hardly remember 
many offenſive paſlages againſt him , till he was 
reminded of them. 

What more! He did not only forget the 
offences done to him, but alſo ſonic good 
works done by him; or (o litle minded 
them that he ſpake little of them. Of which 
none can be a better witneſs than my felt. 
For when the moſt Reyerend Archbiſhop Juxon 
made ſome doubt whether he ſhould confirm 
me in the poſleflion of Adſham by a new Col- 
lation, this excellent Dean, this peerleſs 
friend of mine, ſhewed him that he could 
not in honour and gratefulneſs do otherwiſe ; 


I=Clamo- putting in his hands the true and honourable 
TnowSz "account 'Which I had given to the world of his 
24Cz- rarely vinuous behaviour in aſhiting our late 
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holy King in his manyrdom, and in his 
trials for his fake after his death, This 
favour of the firſt magnitude, of which 1 
muſt ever have a grateful remembrance, was 
like to have been buried in perpetual obli- 
vion; for the doer of it did not acquaint 
me with ic but eleven years aſter, a few 
moneths before his death upon an occaſion 
given him to remind ic. This was doing 
good merely for God and goodneſs ſake, 
without expecting thankes from men, which 
is the livelieſt charater of a really honeſt 
ſoul. 

But above all let ic be recorded of him 
that there was never a more publick-ſpirited 
Governour in this or in any other Church 
ſoever. He was moſt zealouſly promoting and 
upholding the publick worlhip of God in 
the beauty of holineſs, and decent ſpelndor in 
the houſe of God, advancing the good of the 
place whereſoever he preſided , - what eyer toil 
or cenſure or money it coſt him. Of which 
he hath given magnificent memorials co our 
Church and Library, It is memorable that 
in thankfulneſls for a great deliverance from 
an imminent danger, he vowed and _—_ 
CALC 
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cated. to our Holy Table that coſtly Folis 
Bible with covers of beaten filyer double 
gilt, His behaviour at Pauls hath given many 
ſignal teſtimonies how much he preferred the 
honour of Gods houſe, and the benefit of 
the Society , before his private emolument, The 
fair houſe which he lately built there for his 
ſucceſlours having little hope- to- enjoy it him- 
ſelf, and yer ſpent the better part of a thou- 
ſand pounds upon it,- is a great proof of that 
tracth , and a laſting monument of his magna» 
nimous and publick ſpirit. 

In all the relations of a Son, a Husband, 
a Father, a Kinſman, or a Friend, he ever 
acquitted himſelf with fingular wiſedom , con» 
ſtant piety, and almoſt unparalleled genero- 
ſity, Take him any way you ſhall find 
in him a right tetragoniſmws, a firm cube 
equal on all fides. 

| cannot but once more touch his ſuper- 
lative bounty to the poor, who therefore 
' were his conſtant attendants, appropriating 

to him Chriſts ſaying to his Diſtiples, The 
poor you ſhall bave alwayes with you. But his 
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and the promiſe for this life made goed, The 
liberal foul ſhall be made fat, and the greater 
promiſe of the heavenly kingdom to them 
that have fed and clothed Chriſt in his members 
is now fulfilled co him. 

But may I not ſay that as Chriſt was a 
ain unto him, he was alſo a gain unto 
Chriſt? Why? Hath not Chriſt ſaid, In 


much as you have done it to one of the leaft Mar. 5; 


of my brethren you have done it unto me? To 
Chrift then he hath brought as much gain 
that way as any of his time and means. His 
memory be ever bleſſed for it, for fo is his 
glorious ſoul, 

Having then ſeen how Chriſt was to him 
a gain to live, Ler us ſee now how Chriſt 
was a gain to him to die, which is the 
end that crowneth the work. His good life 
was a continual preparation to a good death. 
But he made a particular preparation for ir, 
wichout any deſign. For when he preacht in his 
laſt courſe, which was the Eleventh Sunday 
afrer Trinity, being in perfe&t health, he 
took for his text Into thy hands I commit my 
ſpirit , Thou haſt redeemed me O Lord God of truth: 
His excellent Sermon he delivered with full 
D2 vigour, 
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vigour, continued in that vigour four - daies 
longer: But on the Friday after that Criti- . 
cal or rather Prophetical Sermon, he fell ſick 
of the ſicknels of which he dyed. And when 
his ſickneſs began he could fay that he had 
preacht his funeral Sermon. How well did 
he teach us then to commit our ſpirits unto 
God while we live, by a full reſignation, 
ſubmiſhon , and obedience unto his holy will , 
that in our death we may with confidence 
and joy commit and give up our ſpirits into 
the hands of our Redeemer , that God of truth, 
who will faithfully preſerve, perfe& and glorific 
the ſouls that have committed themſelyes to 
his keeping! : 

Witch theſe thoughts God armed his ſervant 
againſt his Jaſt combat at hand. The ſharp 
aflaults of his diſeale, the ſtone, after thirty 
years of good health, were not terrible 
enough to ſhake his conſtancy, or give him 
any dreadful apprehenſions, except of living. 
No man ever feared death more then he de- 
fired it; Yet with all ſubmiſſion and reſignation 
to Gods heavenly will, No word fo frequent 
in his mouth as (pio diſſolvi & eſſe cum Chriſto, 
I delire ro be diſſolved and to be wich Chriſt, 
| To

To which he would pray the company to ſay 


. Amen. 


The reading of a Penitential P/alm to him 
would melt him into tears of contrition, and 
he would repeat it after the reader. And when 
he ſaid nothing, he practiſed St Pauls precepr, 
Pray continually. Wherefore he defired way 
the prayers of the Licurgy ( when they were 
ſaid near him) ſhould be ſhortened, aſſuring 
his friends that he had ſaid them all already 
to himſelf, But he did not limit his devotions 
tothe Licurgy, bur entertained himſelf with God 
with high and ſavoury expreſſions of his own, 
with ſuch a ſtrength and ſerenity of mind thar 
in his greateſt weakneſs, and in his ſorcſt 
pains, ſcarce did he ſpeak one ill placed word 
to the laſt minute. When his throat and 
rongue were moſt grievouſly parched, being 
asked how he felt himſcif, he anſwered thar 
his ſoul was athirſk for God, for he had 
Davids longing to refreſh and ſatiate his weary 
ſoul with the fountain of Gods life, and the 
farneſs of. his houſe. 

The day before he ſurrendred his bleſſed 
ſoul into the hands of God, he received che 
Holy Sacrament very devoutly , conquering his 
3 ayeriſton 
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averſion againſt any thing offered to him to 
ſwallow. And although he had not been 
able to take down any arid nutrimene,, ſcarce 
any liquid , in forty eight hours, yet he forced 
himſelf to receive the Yiaticum. 

* The innocent gayay of his humour , which 
made his company (o ſingularly agreeable to all 
ſorts of men, did not utterly forſake him to 
the laſt. He would ſmile at his dear relations 
when he ſaw them flatter themſelves with hopes 
of his recovery two or three hours before his 
death, telling them plealantly that what he 
took to vleaſe them would not do the work. 
Yet was he extreme tra&table to any thing pre- 
ſcribed, however contrary to his diſcerning 
judgement of his own condition, And when 
he was deſired for Gods ſake and for his and 
his friends conſcience to ſubmit ro ſome painful 
applications , but an hour before he expired, 
he put forth his whole ſtrength of body ( which 
was as well built as moſt in the world)and raiſed 
himſelf ewice in his bedto their admiration, for 
it ſeemed that it was more the ſtrength of conſcience 
than that of his limbs that made him thus ative. 

He would be ſure to thank any one moſt aftei- 
nately that prayed by him, direRing his friends to 
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the uſe of the Liturgy, or to call upon God inthe 
words of the Holy Spirit, cither places of the new 
Teſtament, or of 8 Plalms. Moſt of his dif 
courſe was ghoſtly, fatherly, heavenly counſel. And 
about an hour before his laſt breath he gave his 
bleſſing to all his by the impoſition of his moſt re- 
verend hand. And gave up the ghoſt with the great- 
eſt Chriſtian magnanimity, and yet with the deep- 
eſt ſence imaginable of godly ſorrow working re- 

ntance unto ſalvation, not to be repented of. 

So ended the life of that excellent man : That 

reat owner of thoſe two heroique vertues Humility 

and a Publick ſpirit; And of whom it may be 
ſaid, That never was (lergyman freer from Pride and 
Covetouſneſs. | 

After ſuch a life and ſuch a death, he deſerved to 
havetwo banners carried before and after his herſe, 
The one inſcribed «a7 &:Gzn, To the honour of 
him that lived well; The othe nan nwmwn To the 
bonour of bim that dyed well, And the properelogy 
on his Tomb is '"&wi = (7 za gn wlarcy eds, 
Chriſt is a gain unto me both to live and to die.
